South Bend, Ind,, Sept 6.—Five 


shootings have taken place here since 
Tuesday evening. 
Steve Andraisck, 


aged twenty-five, shot John Pawal- 
ski Tuesday night, and within an 
hour Charles and Andrew Lambert 
followed by shooting their brother- 
in-law, Henry 
Christman. 
After 


this affair was the shooting of Louis 
Conant aged fourteen, by Richard 
Sprague, aged fourteen. 
He aimed 


a revolver at the head, but Conant 
saved his life by throwing up his 
arm, being slightly wounded. Yes- 
terday George Redfleld, during an 
altercation, shot Walter McDonnell. 
All of the shooters are under bonds 
to appear before the circuit court. 
None of the v/oundod are seriously 
hurt. 


There can be little doubt, even in 


the most conservative minds, that 
democratic prospects are improving 
over the country.

CHIEF OFFICER OF COLOMBIA 


DID NOT RESIGN. 


Vice President Maroguin Executed a 


Coup d'Etat, Thrusting 
His 


Predecessor Into Prison. 


New York, Sept 6.—Benoit Zala- 


ifeta, United States vice consul gen- 
eral at Bogota, reached the city last 
night with dispatches' fo Secretary 
Hay from Charles SuVdett Hart, the 
minister to Colombia; Mr. 2Salamea 
brought news • of the* real stat«* of 
affairs in the country,which had been 
concealed by orders of the usurping 
president. 
Some time ago news was 


r&'sived that -President Sanclemeato 
had resigned and that Vice President 
Marroguin had 
legally 
succeeded 


him* This news was sent by cable 
by Marroguin to the Colombian re- 
public's ministers all over the world 
with instructions to transmit it to 
the heads of the various 
govern- 


ments. 
The latter were suspicious 


of Marroguin and delayed recognis- 
ing him. 


Minister Hart was asked to send 


'uller information to Washington, It 
now appears that Marroguin did not 
peacefully succeed Sanclemente, bat 
seized him, together with General 
Pahicio, the secretary of state, and 
put them in prison at Villeta. 


The actual coup d'etat took place on 


July 31 at midnight. 


The present state of affairs is an 


outcome of the contest that for the 
last ten months has been fought by 
the conservatives against 
the lib- 


erals, or revolutionists. 
When this 


contest was practically 
ended the 


listorical whig of the conservatives 
broke away from the 
naturalistic 


wing in an attempt to get the upper 
land in the government. 
The his- 


;orical wing, under Marroguin, de- 
ided upon the coup d'etat. 
Since 


assuming* power Marroguin has over 
ridden the constitution, the laws and 
everything else, conducting himself 
11 a manner little short of a military 
dictator. 
He has succeeded in keep- 


ng the news of Sanclemente's and 
Palacio's imprisonment from getting 
abroad up to the present time. 


'Several of the governors of the 


different states and other agents of 
;he legitimate government have re- 
fused to recognize Marroguin/' said 
Mr. Z&lamea. "They have taken the 
stand that Sanclemente, having been 
elected according to the constitution, 
s the only legitimate president." 
Eduarclo Espionsa, consul general 


of the Columbian government in New 
York, was astonished to hear of San- 
clemente's imprisonment and Marro- 
guin's usurpation. 
He has decided 


not to recognize Marroguin.

PRESIDENT RANDALL SPEAKS 


CLUB HAS DONE MUCH QOOD 


AND WILL DO MORE. 


NEW COMMITTEES SELECTED 


DUES 
TO BE 
REDUCED—THE 


TUNNEL QUESTION. 


After a period of temporary quiet- 


ude during the heated term the Fort 
Wayne Commercial club Wednesday 
vening again took up its campaign 
f progress. It was the first meet- 
ng under the new administration, 
nd President P. A. Randall was in 
he chair. There was a large attend- 
nce and a veiy encouraging interest 
mong the membership that prom* 
ses to yield gratifying returns to the 
ity's interests during 
the coming 


ear. The officials are satisfied with 
he showing that has been made by 
he club up to this time, but they 
ake a still more hopeful view of the 
uture and eveiy effort will be put 
orth to make the coming year one 
f notable advancement. In accept-* 
ng the presidency of the Commercial 
lub Mr, Randall did so in a com- 
rehensive address that reviewed the 
ast and in a measure outlined the 
utuie* He said: 


THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Commercial 


Club:—The commencement of the 
second year of our club is a proper 
time to take a look over the past 
and to forecast the future of our 
work. 
Some persons not accus- 


tomed to meeting with us inquir- 
ingly ask what has the club done? 
implying by the question a doubt' 
if it has doue anything. 


To my mind it occurs* that the or- 


ganization of the club and the 
carrying of it on for a year with 
ever increasing interest is alone a 
great thing. 
In a city that has 


never had an organized body of its 
citizens looking to its welfare and 
upbuilding, to bring together and 
hold together in harmony over 200 
of its best business men for a year 
is something to be proud of. 


When we consider that a Com- 


•memal club like ours is a body of 
men organized for no selfish pur- 
pose, that the members of it give 
their time and their money to the 
work with no hope, no expectation 
of any personal profit but simply 
that they may benefit the city and 
the public, the importance of the 
organization should be apparent. 


This body of men representing 


every business interest, every re- 
ligious opinion, every phase of po- 
litical belief are united into a har- 
monious working force by the one 
unifying 
sentiment-civic 
pride. 


Such a club may not accomplish 
much that is tangible in any one 
month or six months or one year, 
but who can gainsay its power for 
goodP 


If our club has done nothing else 


in the past year, it has brought 
about a better fueling between our 
business men. 
A common purpose 


has produced a common sentiment. 
Private jealousies* have been al- 
layed and men who scarcely spoke 
as they passed are now good 
friends. 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE. 


But the building up of a club and 


the creating of good fellowship 
among our business men is not the 
only thing we have done. 
We 


have advertised our city. 
By hav- 


ing our organization we have 
joined ourselves to the other com- 
mercial centers of the state and 
thus are allied with them to aid 
iu the betterment of the laws and 
the commerce of the state. 


We have corresponded with hun- 


dreds of people seeking new loca- 
tions- for manufacturing plants. We 
have examined into the merits of 
many of these and with the excep- 
tion of one have rejected them as 
not worthy the consideration of the 
people. 
The fact that we have re- 


Jectfd mote Jthan 100 applications 
as -unwcrtftiy' is certainly to our 
credit. 


The one factory that we accept- 


ed, we commended most heartity 
To locate this plant the club gave 
its best efforts. 
To our credit it 


can be said we did all that was re- 
quired of us. tfhey asked of us 
tHd best factory site in this city. 
This we secured. 
They asked of 


us concessions from the railroads 
and the city. 
We obtained all 


In not one thing did we fail. 
So 


far as the Commercial club is con 
cerned the Withington factory is 
located in our midst, a monumcn1 


to the united action of our people 
and to the credit of the club. Tha 
it is not now here is no fault o: 
ours. 
In fact, I believe it wil 


yet come. 
These men are high 


minded and honorable and thei 
word pledged to us will yet be re 
deemed* 
When they 6* *om« the* 


business pill equal that of ,|^y of 
our present large manufacturing 
enterprises and the men who take 
its management will be an addi- 
tion to our already large number 
of public spirited and intelligent 
business men. 


We were instrumental in obtain- 


ing for our people lower street car 
fares. 


We have called the attention in a 


a most forciible manner cf the r.v'l- 
road's centering here to our inade- 
quate deport privileges. If nothing 
tangible has yet resulted from our 
efforts in this direction, I <sannot 
but believe tfca,t the 
imfpresslon 


made- by us on the railroad .officials 
will ripen into gox>4 for the city* 
We will see to it that the seed we 
•have* planted is kept watered until 
it does take root an'd grow into 
something that shall diisjpl'ate the 
present miserable depot buildin'gs— 
blotches on the ifaee of our cKy. 
This much for >tihe p&st. 


AS TO THE FUTURE. 


The great gocfl cf tne Commercial 


club is yet to 'be. We may not cre- 
ate opportunities for doing greaft 
things, but tlhey will come. When 
they do 'the Commercial club will 
be here "to oneet 'them. Then the 
great good of our Commercial club 
will -be seen. 


Without the opportunity fo*r the 


doing c'f great things, it yet can 
be forceful for good all the 'time. 
As in the p'ast, -we must be con- 
servative and commend Ho our peo- 
ple only what is- good. To this end 
we should have a large attendance 
'at our meetings and a full and fiee 
'discussion of all questions present- 
ed. The size of oui regular month- 
ly meetings is a m'at/ter largely 
wiltfhin the control oif the program 
comonititee. 
Interesting questions 


for 'discussion with a good array of 
speakers will certainly result in an 
inlcrease of t/he attendance. 


I a.m an advocate of a^large mem- 


bership. 1 aon told that the mem- 
bership of the Indianapolis Com- 
mercial cluib is upwards of 1,200. 
Their dues are fifty cents per 
month. I believe our $1 a month 
dues keeps many out o>f our olub 
who would be gl'ad to loin it. T 
think an effort should 'be made t) 
in-crease our dne<mfberslup to 500 
with the understanding that oui 
dues sfhall be reduced to fifty cents 
per month as so-on as the member- 
ship reaches 300. 


If tlhe high dues are keeping 


good, loyal, p-atriatic citizens ou* >f 
our club, we shou'ld reduce them. 


The Fort Wayne 'Comtaerciail club 


is here to stay. It should hence- 
forth be one <jf the best institu- 
tions of t'he city and every person 
who wants to work for the ad* 
van'cement of the city should -be 
a memfber off it. There is work for 
every loyal Citizen, In my opinion 
the opportunity for doinig great 
'things 'for the city is at hand. Tttie 
present is a pivoital period in the 
history of Fort Wayne. Upon this 
cluib and the loyal citizens of the 
city, every one, rests a grebt re- 
sponsibility. Action means growth* 
inaction, stagnation. -It has seeme'd 
to me that we do not fully realize 
the situation. Fort Wayne is now 
the metropolis c'f this ipart of the 
country. In spite of ourselves this 
is true. All the territory within a 
radius of forty miles cf this spot 
should be be made a suburb of this 
city. The people rwithin the circle 
named realize this and -would glad- 
ly welcome any efforts on our part 
to be joined ID us. 
The matter 


rests with us. We can make Fort 
iFort Wayne a busy (hive of trade 
and commence—a city of 100,000 or 
200,000 .people if we will. 


MUST ACT AT ONCE. 


If we wait unJttl the country is 


u net work of electric rofcds con- 
necting the smaller cities through- 
out this section of the state it will 
fee too late. We must build elec* 
trie roads reaching out in every di- 
re$tion from our 'beautfiful city and 
thus claim our own, The harvest 
is ready—it is ours for the gather- 
ing.

This showing of Lafayette em-

Washington. Sepr. l>.—The war ue- 


partment makes public the following- 
letter uf Instructions, purporting- to 
be signed by Aguinaldo. with the ex- 
planation that it was in the records 
?aptured by the American forces :• 


"Malolos. Jan. 9, 1899.—Instruc- 


tions to the brave soldiers of Sand- 
t ah an of Manila: 


•Article 1. All Filipinos 
should 


observe our f el low-country men t in 
order to see whether they are Ameri- 
:aii sympathizers. 
They shall take 


care to work with them in order tn 
inspire them with confidence of the 
strength of the holy cause of their 
country. 
Whenever they are as- 


sured of the loyalty of the converts 
they shall instruct them to continue 
in the character of an American sym- 
pathizer in order that they may re- 
ceive good pay, but without preju- 
dicin the cause of our country. 
In 


this way they can serve themselves, 
and at the same time serve the public 
by communicating to the committee 
of chiefs and officials of our army 
whatever news of importance they 
may have. 


"Art. 2. All of the chiefs and Fili- 


pino brothers should be ready and 
courageous 
for 
the 
combat, and 


should take advantage o£ the oppor- 
tunity to study well the situation of 
the American outposts nnd headquar- 
ters, 
observing 
especially 
secret 


places where they can approach and 
surprise the enemy. 


"Art. 3. The chief of those who go 


to attack the barracks should send 
in first four ^.in with a good present 
for the American commander. 
Im- 


mediately after will follow four oth- 
ers, who will make a pretense of 
looking- for-the same officer for some 
reason, nnd n larger group shall be 
concealed in the corners or houses .. 
order to aid the other groups at the 
first sig-na]. 
This wherever it i; 


possible at the moment of attack. 


"Art. 4. The should not, prior to 


the attack, look at the Americans i 
a threatening- in aimer. 
To the con- 


trary, the attack on the barracks by 
the Sandtahan should be a complete 
surprise and with decision and cour- 
age. One should go nlone in advance 
in order to kill the sentinel. 
In or- 


der to deceive the sentinel the one 
should dress as a woman, and must 
! take great care that the sentinel is 


not able to discharge his piece, thus 
calling the attention of thofae in the 
barracks. 
This will enable his com 


panions -who are approaching- to ns 
sist in the general attack. 


"Art. 5. At the moment of the at 


tack the Sandtahan should not at 
tempt to secure rifles from their dead 
enemies, but shall pursue, slashing 
right nnd left with bolos until the 


j Americans surrender, and after there 


remains no enemy who can injure 
them they may take the rifles in one 
hand nnd the am munition in the 
other. 


"Art. 6. The officers shall take 


core that on the top of the houses 
along the streets where the American 
forces shall pass there will be placed 
four to six men, wlio shall be pre- 
pared with stones, timbers, red-hot 
iron, heavy furniture, as well as boil- 
ing- water, oil and molasses, rags 
soaked in coal oil ready to be lighted 
and thrown down, and any other hard 
and heavy objects that they can 
throw 
on the passing American 


troops. 
At the same time in the 


lower parts of the houses will be con- 
cealed the Sandtahnn, who will at- 
tack immediately. 


"Groat care should be taken not to 


throw glass in the streets, as the 
greater part of our soldiers go bare- 
footed. 
On these houses there will, 


if possible, he arranged in addition 
to the objects to he thrown down a 
number of the Sandtahan, in1 order 
to cover a retreat or to follow up :a 
rout of the enemy's column, so that 
we may be sure of the destruction of 
all the opposing forces. 


"Art 7. A13 Filipinos, real de- 


fenders of their country, should live 
on the nlert to assist simultaneously 
the inside attack at the very moment 
that they note the first movement in 
whatever barro or suburb, having as- 
surance that all the troops that sur- 
round Manila will proceed wlthoui. 
delay to .force the enemy's line and 
unite themselves <wU)i their brothers 
in tihe city. 


'With such a general movement, so 


firm and decided against the Ameri- 
cans, the combat is sure to he .1 short 
one, nnd I charge and order that the 
persons and goods of nil foreigners 
ihall -be rerpected, and that tho 


American prisoners 'shall be treated 
well. 


'Art. 8. All of our -chiefs in Hie 


suburbs should prepare groups of the 
Snndtahan, who will attack with 
ferocity and decision the Americans 
within their lines, attempting to sur- 
round each group of-Americans or to 
break through their lines. This must 
be done if the nature of the ground 
occupied by the Americans will per- 
mit; and if the Saitdtahan havj the 
proper amount of courage and resolu- 
tion, and the more courage and in- 
telligence Uhat they show in the mo- 
ment of the attack the more sure will 
be 'the result arid fh'e fewer will bb 
their own losses'. ' '" ' ' ::

confusion in his ranks, as they wnul' 
shoot one anot3ier. -For this reason ] 
have always thought the rifle use- 
less in this kind of courbat, for ex- 
perience has taught me. my dear 
brothers, that -when the Sandtahan 
make their attack with courage anc 
decision, taking -advantage of -the 
confusion in the ranks of fhe enemy 
the victory is sure, and in thnt case 
the triumph is ours.

Perhaps sometimes we hardly know 
just what TVC want to do, but it is 
said the most" practical teacher is the 
one who is most theoretic, and let us 
first turn to the definition which says 
language is any means of communi- 
cation of ideas." So thought getting 
is back of it all.. 


THE KEYNOTE. 


"Our keynote, then, is that no word 


should be given except to suggest an 
idea. 
Tlie child can not talk about 


nothing. 
Only -we grown-up people 


hnve that faculty. 
Lessons 'have 


their value as a means of making im- 
pression nnd of assisting expression. 
Expression lessoiis1 teach fluency, and 
the child g'tiins' accuracy from the 
impression 
lessons. 
Perhaps 
the 


strong element which controls ex- 
pression in our schools is habit. The 
child is apt to'bring- into the school- 
room the expressions he is accus- 
tomed to use in his home life. 
We 


should work with the children to 
present correct forms of expression, 
to the end that the incorrect forms of 
expression previously acquired by 
them will be forgotten and they will 
gradually acquire li" h'abit' of speak- 
ing correctly. 
"We must see, also, 


that the language- is not only cor- 
rect, but beautiful. 
The ideal con-

just as expression is cultivated. Use 
good literature to bring these ideals 
of the pupil to the highest plane, and 
its effect will soon be perceptible in 
the improved tastes and expressions 
of the pupil."

morning Was the cultivation" of the 
inherent instincts characteristic nf 
Childhood. In part he said: 


"Wo single one' o'f these instincts 


should be cultivated in a child to tlie 
neglect of the others, if the child is 
to develop into full -rounded -matur- 
ity. 'Let me assure you 'that tiia in- 


ict for fun, for pleasure, for tight- 


ing, for'sports and dozens of others 
have an ordained-place in boy nature. 
These instincts have served a purpose 
in the development of the race, and 
we ought £o recognize them. 
The 


piny instinct is just as natural in the 
child as is the work instinct in the 
man who has a large family to sup- 
port. These several natures are de- 
veloping, find, in their purest form, 
regulated and evenly balanced, they 
consti tute the 'basis 
of 
{ihc 
true 


Christian' home that is to follow. 


'•These inherent' forces are of tre- 


mendous power. These instincts must 
be used and encouraged and d=velopc-;l 
and 'indulged in"nt the .proper time; 
when they are ripe, if you please, or 
not at all. You cannot teach a man 
to play -who never iplayed as a child. 
He has lost jforevor the good that 


iiea from exuberant enjoyment 


of recreation. I do not believe Hi 3 
fight instinct should he encouraged 
too strongly, hn^it is sometimes nee-' 
eeanry for a boy to fight in order to i 


reitaiii his self-respect. 


EVEN DEVELOPMENT. 


"If ft Tfe'trUd'- tihat iii We" develop- 


ment of these instincts oiie seems to 
b'e gaining too strou'gly in the forma- 
tion o'f'ttie child 'character, encouraga 
the' substitution of tli'ose force's which 
irijiy seejii bhclcward.

'•'These various impulses, planted 


in child nature by divine providence, 
come to the surface without effort of 
yours or mine but we ought not to 
kesp them down. ' They are steps by 
which the human race ascends as it 
goes along the way from childhood 
to maturity. 
You may think I 


have emphasized too strbngly the im- 
portance of physical conditions, but I 
would impress upon you the fact that 
we are 
animals 
first. 
This 
fact 


must be taken as the gateway to 'the 
beyond, and we must appreciate it. 
In'all realms we shall find these in- 
stincts which may be developed and 
brought up to combine in forming 
the highest type of womanhood and 
mauliood."
